More patrols 
assigned on 
deadly road 
tooilsands 


The Alberta government 
hopes more police will 
reduce the carnage on a dan¬ 
gerous highway that is the 
main road to the oilsands 
region in the Fort McMurray 
area. 

The province says it will 
assign 16 more sheriffs and 
RCMP to patrol Highway 63 
by next year, including four 
officers by the end of next 
month. 

The province said it will 
also install electric digital 
signs that will show how fast 
people are driving. 

“I don’t know that every¬ 
body who gets a ticket appre¬ 
ciates it, but eveiybody that 
goes up and down the road 
safely and get back to their 
family or their jobs safely — 
I’m sure they appreciate it,” 
Transportation Minister Ric 
Mclver said Tuesday. 

The move is in response 
to recommendations in a 
government-commissioned 
report into the high number 
of fatal and serious collisions 
on the highway. 

Premier Alison Redford 
asked for the report follow¬ 
ing calls for the government 
to fast-track twinning of the 
road dubbed the “Highway 
of Death.” 

The primary stretch of 
road linking Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray has seen hun¬ 
dreds of crashes, many with 
serious injuries and deaths. 

In April, two children 
and a pregnant woman were 
among seven people killed 
in a fiery head-on collision. 

“We are very focused 
on ensuring that we are 
putting ever 3 Thing in place 
with respect to traffic safety 
and enforcement that is 
going to allow for a freer 
flow of traffic and a safer 
flow of traffic,” Redford said 
at a pancake breakfast in 
Edmonton.

Despite a record-breaking 
number of homicides in 2011, 
violent crime in Edmonton 
is on the decline, according 
to Statistics Canada’s annual 
crime report released Tuesday. 

Edmonton’s homicide rate 
last year — 4.2 per 100,000 
people — was the third-high- 
est in Canada after Winnipeg 


and Hahfax, and topped the 
national average of 1.7. 

But the report said that 
overall violent crime in the 
Capital Region, which in¬ 
cludes Strathcona County, 
Devon, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Stony Plain, Morinville and St. 
Albert, saw a two per cent de¬ 
cline from 2010 to 2011. 

“Edmonton is a growing 
community. It has a positive, 
d 3 mamic economy. We’re see¬ 
ing lots of people move into 
the community and we’re also 
the gateway to a lot of com¬ 
munities in northern Alberta 
and northern Edmonton. 
Those factors do influence 
what we see (for crimes),” 
said deputy police Chief Brian

Simpson. 

The Edmonton crime se¬ 
verity index dropped 13 per 
cent last year to a ranking of 
89.4, the ninth-highest city in 
Canada. 


For all of Alberta, the total 
crime severity dropped 10 per 
cent. 

Simpson credits police visi- 
bihty and community inter¬ 
action for cutting down on 
crime. 

“The individual citizen has 
a lot of power. It’s their com¬ 
munity and quite frankly they 
are the best deterrent,” he 
said. 

In last year’s report. Statis¬ 
tics Canada said Edmonton’s 
crime severity dropped 12 per 
cent from 2009 num¬ 
bers.

Edmonton police have been 
cleared of any wrongdoing 
in the fatal shooting last 
year of a distraught man. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team, which 
investigates police shoot¬ 
ings, announced Tuesday 
the officer who killed Kin- 
ling Robin Fire will not face 
criminal charges. 

Executive director Clif 
Purvis said Fire was de¬ 
pressed and had taken sev¬ 
eral sleeping pills when 
concerned family members 
called police on the night of 
March 30, 2011. 

The 39-year-old had al¬ 
ready driven off when of¬ 
ficers arrived but they soon 
located his car and boxed it 
in an alley. 

Fire climbed out of the

bar about 46 cm long, said 
Purvis. 

He said one officer 
knocked Fire down with 
his cruiser but the man got 
back up and ran at an offi¬ 
cer standing outside. Fire ig¬ 
nored demands to drop the 
weapon and was shot twice 
in the torso. 

Purvis said he determined 
the officer who killed Fire, 
on the job for about two 
years, reasonably believed 
his life was in danger and 
will not face criminal char¬ 
ges.

Sad father calls Holmes ‘a coward’ 


Colorado massacre. 

Orange hair, glassy 
eyes spark the 
question: Is the Dark 
Knight shooting 
rampage suspect sane? 


The families of those killed in 
the Colorado theatre massacre 
planned their final goodbyes 
Tuesday, their anger stirred 
by the sight of suspect James 
Holmes in a courtroom with 
dyed orange-red hair and 
glassy eyes. 

Tom Teves, the father of 
one of the 12 people Holmes is 
accusing of killing in Friday’s 
shooting rampage, called the 
suspect “a coward” for al¬ 
legedly attacking defenceless 
victims. 

Another 58 people were 
wounded in one of the worst 
mass shootings in recent U.S. 
history. 

Robert Blache watched 
video clips from Holmes’ 


seemingly dazed court appear¬ 
ance with his injured daugh¬ 
ter Christina, who was shot in 
both legs at the midnight pre¬ 
miere of the new Batman fflm 
The Dark Knight Rises. 

“He doesn’t look surprised 
at any of it, but he seemed 
amazed at what was happen¬ 
ing. I’m pretty sure he’s not 
sane,” Blache said. 

After Holmes was led back 
to his solitary confinement 
cell, victims’ famihes were left 
to plan funerals. 

Holmes is being held on 
suspicion of first-degree mur¬ 
der, and he could face addi¬ 
tional counts of aggravated as¬ 
sault and weapons violations. 
He won’t be formally charged 
until next Monday. 

Police expect months of 
working with behavioural 
analysts and scrutinizing 
Holmes’ relationships to es¬ 
tablish a motive. They say 
Holmes isn’t co-operating. 

Prosecutor Carol Cham¬ 
bers said her office is consid¬ 
ering the death penalty.

expense claims dating back 
to 2007 altered soon ^er the 
story appeared. 

Documents show an ad¬ 
ministrative officer in the min¬ 
ister’s office sent two urgent 
emails on May 4 to someone 
who works in graphic design at 
the Canadian International De¬ 
velopment Agency, requesting 


changes to the proactive disclo¬ 
sure section of the website. 

The expense claims for 
the trip to London, an official 
visit to Bolivia and a maternal 
health conference in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., were on the list of re¬ 
quested changes, among others. 

Rea said ^er-the-fact chan¬ 
ges to proactive disclosure 
websites are a common way to 
meet reporting deadlines.

Bus bomber ‘exceptionally 
skilled,’ Bulgaria PM says 


Bomb attacks in Iraq killed nine 
people Tuesday, officials said, a 
bloody aftershock to the coun¬ 
try’s deadhest day in two years 
that followed the declaration of 
a new al-Qaida offensive. 

Police said an explosives- 
rigged motorcycle killed six 
Kurdish intelligence officials on 
a late afternoon security patrol 
in the northeast town of Tuz 
Khormato, located 210 kilo¬ 
metres north of Baghdad. 

A local medic confirmed 
the deaths. Both officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they were not authorized 
to release the information.

A sophisticated group of con¬ 
spirators was involved in the 
suicide bombing in Bulgaria 
that lulled five Israeli tourists 
and a Bulgarian bus driver last 
week, and they spent about a 
month in Bulgaria before the 
attack, the countiy’s prime 
minister said Tuesday. 

Boiko Borisov’s comments 
confirm suspicions that the 
suicide attacker who targeted 
a bus filled with Israeh vaca¬ 
tioners last Wednesday did not 
act alone. However, the prime

minister didn’t say how many 
people were beheved to have 
been involved in the attack on 
Israeli tourists in Burgas and 
also declined to back up Israel’s 
claims that Iran and the mil¬ 
itant group Hezbollah played 
roles. 

Those involved used “leased 
vehicles, they moved in differ¬ 
ent cities so as not to be seen 
together, and no two of them 
can be seen in one place on any 
security camera,” Borisov said, 
speaking alongside visiting 
White House counterterrorism 
chief John Brennan. 

He described the people 
behind the blast as “exception¬ 
ally skilled” and said they “ob¬ 
served absolute secrecy.” He 
also said DNA samples from 
the suicide bomber have been 
shared with all partner security 
services, but no match has been 
found in their databases. 

“There was absolutely no 
chance of preventing such an 
act of violence,” Borisov in¬ 
sisted. “We could have only de¬ 
tected it by chance or if we had 
been informed by the services 
that such activities were under 
way in Bulgaria.” 

He said officials beheve he 


might have flown into Bulgaria 
from a European countiy in the 
Schengen passport-ffee travel 
zone, and that Bulgaria is ex¬ 
ploring that lead with officials 
in other European countries. 

“We do not know his iden¬ 
tity, but it is loiown when he 
has arrived, the presumed 
flight, where he came from. It 
could turn out that he entered 
Bulgaria fi-om a Schengen 


member countiy,” Borisov said. 

Brennan also stopped short 
of blaming Iran or Hezbollah. 
He said the U.S. has been work¬ 
ing with Bulgaria during its in¬ 
vestigation. 

European security officials 
say that images of the attacker 
have not yet matched any of 
their databases but that it’s 
possible the man was not on a 

watch list. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

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Accused terrorist. Witness 
grilled over torture info 


A former spy service employ¬ 
ee who helped compile the 
case against accused terror¬ 
ist Mohamed Mahjoub says 
he didn’t rely on information 
tainted by torture. 

The retired Canadian Secur¬ 
ity Intelligence Service employ¬ 
ee, known only as CSIS Witness 
No. 3, told a Federal Court hear- 
iug Tuesday there was no indi¬ 
cation the ioformation he drew 
from the spy agency’s data 
banks was obtaiued through 
brutal methods. 

“If I knew information came 
from torture, I would not use 
it,” the witness said under ques¬ 
tioning from Yavar Hameed, a 
lawyer for Mahjoub. 

The federal government is 
trying to deport Mahjoub, 52, 
using a national security cer¬ 
tificate, claimmg he was a high- 
ranking member of an Islamic 
terrorist organization. 

The Egyptian-bom man, 
married with three children, 
came to Canada in 1995 and at¬ 
tained refugee status. 

He once worked as deputy 
general manager of a farm pro¬ 
ject in Sudan run by Osama bin 
Laden, who would later spear¬ 
head the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
on New York and Washington. 

Mahjoub was interviewed 
by CSIS on six occasions be¬ 



tween August 1997 and March 
1999, each time denying any 
involvement m Islamic extrem¬ 
ism. 

He was arrested in June 2000 
under a security certificate — a 
rarely used immigration tool 
for deporting non-Canadians 
considered a risk to the coim- 
tiy. But CSIS had to start over 
after the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada ruled the certificate process 
unconstitutional m 2007 and 
the government subsequently 
revamped the law.

Joe Arpaio, testifying on his

Arpaio said the proper con¬ 
text was needed to understand 
that statement, adding that if 
a person were to cross the bor¬ 
der on foot over four days in 
the desert that person “could 
be dirty. That’s the context on 
how I used that word.” 

Arpaio was without his typ¬ 
ical bluster under questioning 
from lav^ers for plaintiffs who 
say his policies are discrimina- 
toiy.

A global ban on asbestos was 
demanded Tuesday by more 
than 150 international and 
Canadian organizations and 
individual scientists. 

The call for the ban comes 


after last month’s announce¬ 
ment by the Quebec gov¬ 
ernment that it would lend 
$58 million to help reopen 
the Jeffrey mine in Asbestos. 

“The science is clear that 
all forms of asbestos cause ill 
health and premature death,” 
said Cohn Soskolne, a profes¬ 
sor in the School of Public 
Health at the University of Al¬ 
berta and one of those calling 
for the ban. 

“According to the World 
Health Organization, over 
107,000 people die each year 
from working with asbestos 


of any type,” added Soskolne. 

Asbestos opponents are 
urging major producers — 
Brazil, Canada, Kazakhstan 
and Russia — to put an end to 
mining and exports and help 
communities make the tran¬ 
sition to a different industry. 

“This immoral practice of 
exporting it, particularly to 
developing countries when 
we refuse to use it at home, 
is immoral and unacceptable 
to people in the field of pub¬ 
lic health,” Soskolne said in a 
telephone interview.

GM makes $850M R&D 
investment in Ontario 



Auto announcement.

GM Canada is investing $850 
million in research and de¬ 
velopment at its complex east 
of Toronto, an announcement 
hailed by the prime minister 
as proof of the automaker’s 
commitment to Canada as 
it makes good on its bailout 
commitments, but regarded 
cautiously by auto workers. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who attended the GM 
announcement in Oshawa, 
Ont., said the money repre¬ 
sents “exciting future impli¬ 
cations” with ripple effects 
that will be felt throughout 
the economy. 

The federal and Ontario 
governments invested a total 
of $10.5 billion in GM Gan- 
ada in 2009 as the automaker 
struggled to survive the eco¬ 
nomic downturn.

GM's $ 850 -million investment came on 
the same day Toyota pledged $100 million 
to boost production in Cambridge, Ont, 
making for nearly $1 billion in auto-sector 
investment in Ontario in a single day. 


The $850-million invest¬ 
ment is aimed at meeting 
R&D spending commitments 
the automaker made under 
the bailout. 

GM says the investment in 
R&D at the Ganadian Engin¬ 
eering Gentre will make the 
facility an integral part of its 
global engineering and R&D 
networks.

H The Summer Olympics start 
in a couple of days, but you 
wouldn’t know it here in Van- 
metronews.ca/justsaying COUVer, the city that hosted 
the most recent Olympics. 
2010, remember? 

You think they’d fire up the flame one more time in 
solidarity, but it just sits there overlooking the North 
Shore mountains, the scene of so many gold-medal tri¬ 
umphs, like a spent Bic, not a flicker. 

Even though the Vancouver weather has been rem¬ 
iniscent of the Olympic weather (cold and wet), hardly 
anyone is wearing the Olympic gear that not so long ago 
led them to endure day-long lineups in front of the Bay — 
just for the mittens.

Or maybe we’re just a Winter Olympics kind of town, 
though given the daily parade of Lycra-clad cyclists all-out 
pursuing their personal best, you’d be forgiven for think¬ 
ing the opposite.

That 
unwieldy name got the atten¬ 
tion of Universal Studios who 
changed it to East Great Falls 
High and then Comfort Food 
before settling on American 
Pie. 

The Tribal Rites of the New 
Saturday Night was also con¬ 
sidered too long a name and 
changed to Saturday Night Fe¬ 
ver, lifted from the Bee Gees 
song Night Fever. 

A Roy Orbison song trig¬ 
gered the title of one of Julia 
Roberts’s most famous mov¬ 
ies.

Director Garry Marshal set¬ 
tled on the Oribson classic 
after listening to dozens of 
hit songs for inspiration. 

Occasionally titles are 
changed to avoid confusion 
with other projects. Good- 
fellas was called Wiseguy but 
changed so as not b^e mis¬ 
taken for the Ken Wahl tele¬ 
vision series. The Real World 
was the working title for Re¬ 
ality Bites, but was altered 
when MTV began airing a re¬ 
ality show of the same name. 


One of the most famous 
James Bond titles was im¬ 
proved by a t37po. 

The story of a villain who 
creates the next day’s head¬ 
lines and then causes them 
to come true was called 
Tomorrow Never Lies, but 
when a marketing executive 
mistakenly t37ped Tomorrow 
Never Dies in a memo the 
mistake was deemed more 
catchy and commercial. 

Finally, would you see a 
movie called Do Androids 
Dream of Electric Sheep? 
Marketers didn’t think so 
and called it Blade Runner 
instead. 

How about The Last First 
Kiss? That one became the 
Will Smith movie Hitch. 



Art imitating life or life imitating art? 


Matt Damon says there’s a 
sense of fury in the U.S. over 
banking scandals and finan¬ 
cial inequality that neither 
Democrats nor Republicans 
are addressing in their presi¬ 
dential campaigns. 

The 41-year-old actor 
made his comments at Gom- 
ic-Gon in San Diego, where 
he was promoting the sci-fi 
thriller Elysium, about a fu¬ 
ture in which the ultra-rich 
escape a d37ing Earth to live 
in a poverty-free, illness-free 


orbiting habitat. Damon said 
he expects President Obama 
to be elected to a second 
term in November but isn’t 
as staunch a supporter as he 
once was. 

“I’d be shocked if (Mitt)

But I’ve said before 
I’m really disappointed in 
him, and I am, particularly 
because of the banking stuff. 
He so misread that,” Damon 
said. 


“That sense of unfair — 
the sense that we don’t have 
a country an37more when 
people don’t feel like they 
have a chance, like it’s going 
to be fair.... If people feel like 
the deck is stacked against 
them, then they stop play¬ 
ing by the rules. Because why 
play by the rules? The game is 
fixed, right?” 

Damon said both parties 
haven’t paid enough atten¬ 
tion the Occupy movement.

Thicke enters ‘icon’ period of his career 


Alan Thicke is dropping in for 
a quick four-episode arc on The 
LA.

Complex 
are mostly 20-somethmgs, 
Thicke was personally more 
familiar with a younger class of 
Hollywood hopefuls when he 
hit it big, playing the psychia¬ 
trist patriarch Dr. Jason Seaver 
on Growing Pains. 

His arc as the master¬ 
mind behind an ecclesias¬ 


tical family drama on L.A. 
Complex is just the latest in 
a series of quickie guest spots 
on network shows, many of 
which poke fun at Thicke’s 
wholesome TV past. 

“I’m in the icon period (of 
my career), where everybody 
running the business now is 
in their 30s and that means 
they kind of grew up on me,” 
he said with a laugh.

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Hit the beach — but 
forget the swimming

Montreal. Sandy 
haven in city’s Old 
Port is a great place 
for catching rays; just 
don’t plan to take a dip 


It sounded funny at first — a 
beach at Montreal’s Old Port 
where there’s no swimming. 

But the scene is actually 
quite striking. Visitors can 
bury their feet in soft white 
sand as they gaze out at city 
landmarks and a parade of 
boats going up and down the 
St. Lawrence River. 

Within view are the tow¬ 
ering old Molson breweiy, the 
steel trusses of Jacques-Cartier 
Bridge, and La Ronde, the city’s 
offshore amusement park. 

The river’s strong current 
ruled out the possibility of 
making the beach open to 
swimming, and the closest sun- 
bathers can get to water are the 


mist showers. So far, though, 
the new Clock Tower Beach 
has been a hit. 

“I never thought it would 
be nice like this,” said 65-year- 
old Pauline Angers, who lives 
just outside Montreal, as she 
sipped a juice under a parasol. 

“It’s lovely. There are so 
many places with pools, but 
you don’t see this ever 32 where.” 

Located on a quay at the 
city’s Old Port, the beach is 
named after the giant clock 
tower that stands at the water’s 
edge, alongside a marina filled 
with motorboats and yachts. 

It opened in mid-Jime, join¬ 
ing dozens of other nearby at¬ 
tractions at what has long been 
the city’s tourist headquarters. 

Visitors can amble along 
the boardwalk or turn into Old 
Montreal, where outdoor patio 
restaurants and artists show¬ 
casing their works line the 
cobblestone streets. 

There are so many things 
to do and see — boat cruises, 
caleche rides, a kid-ffiendly sci-

ence centre, a Cirque du soleil 
performance — that the beach 
may get passed over by many 
visitors. 

That’s not the case for near¬ 
by resident Jessica Diano, who 
decided to get a season’s pass. 

“I love it,” said Diano, 30, 
as she sunbathed with three 
friends. “At first it was weird to 
not have the option to swim, 
but I don’t mind.” 

In the evening, there’s a re¬ 
freshment stand at the beach 
offering food and drinks, pro¬ 
viding a prime spot to watch 
fireworks during the summer 
months. The space may be a lit¬ 
tle less welcoming to children. 

On a recent weekend after¬ 
noon, there were a few dozen 
people at the beach, but only 


a handful of kids. Without a 
pool, there’s little for them to 
do but play with sand toys and 
cool off in the mist showers. 

“I think if someone makes 
a trip specifically for this. I’m 
not sure if it’s worth it,” said 
Marco Quirion, who had hiked 
to the beach from a Montreal 
suburb with his partner and 
two kids. 

Angers disagrees. 

She has already made sev¬ 
eral trips to the beach since it 
opened and plans to return. 
She said it’s a great place to 
find a quiet haven just steps 
from the buzz of the city. 

“Normally, you have to 
travel to find sand like this,” 
she said.

The 
Athletic Gentre is open for 
recreational use when there 
isn’t an event scheduled.

A tour takes you to the 
stands overlooking the 
track area where Jesse 
Owens and other athletes 
competed. You can see 
the unlit cauldron at one 


the balcony from which 
Hitler had watched the 
games, though it had 
been shortened after 
World War II as part of de- 
Nazification efforts. 

Sign up for the Berlin 
Marathon in September, 
and you may also get 
to run on the track the 
morning before the race. 
It’s not the original track 
surface, though. 

Many of Munich’s 
events took place at 
Olympiapark. The main 
stadium was used for 
the opening and closing 
ceremonies, track and 
field and soccer. With a 
tour, you get to walk on 
the track. 

The tour also takes you 
to a VIP lounge filled with 
Olympic artifacts such 


as torches from

New York 

Located about five hours 
north of New York City, 
Lake Placid hosted the 
Winter Olympics in 1932 
and 1980. Several of the 
venues are still open for 
tours and recreational 
use, though some are 
operational only during 
the winter season. 

Die-hard fans may 
want to ride the bobsled. 
It’s the actual one used 
in competition, though 
you only get to ride part 
of it, with a professional 
escort. 

If you are brave, 
you can also ride the 
head-first skeleton run, 
though it wasn’t an 
Olympic event during 
either of the Lake Placid 
Games. 

While there, you 
can tour the Olympic 
Genter, where the U.S. 
ice hockey team defeated 


the Soviets in what has 
become known as the 
Miracle on Ice. You can 
skate in one of its indoor 
rinks. The outdoor speed 
skating oval is open dur¬ 
ing the winter months 
and is the same one used 
by Eric Heiden and other 
Olympic athletes in 1980. 

A separate tour is 
available for the Olympic 


ski-jumping complex, 
and Whiteface Mountain 
is open for skiing during 
the winter. Lake Placid 
also hosts an Olympic 
museum downtown.

The sweetest place in Toronto 



City landmark. Learn 
a little about Canada’s 
oldest sugar refining 
company — and watch 
the boats come in 
from the Caribbean 


Anyone with a sweet tooth will 
be fascinated to leam about 
Canada’s oldest sugar refining 
company during a free visit to 
the Redpath Sugar Musemn. 

The museum, housed with¬ 
in the hulldng refinery on the 
Toronto waterfi'ont, is chock- 
full of exhibits on the refining 
of sugar and the making of 
sugar products. Sugar has been 
around for centuries. It was im¬ 
ported in Canada’s early days, 
but John Redpath’s creation 
of the refinery made it widely 
available and gave him a mon¬ 
opoly. 

Curator Richard Feltoe, 
who’s been welcoming school 
groups and independent 
visitors alike for decades, tailors 
his tours to everyone’s interests 
with facts and figures galore 
on manufacturing, production 


and nutrition. Redpath Sugar 
was started by John Redpath, a 
stonemason who immigrated 
from Scotland to Montreal 
and became one of the largest 
building contractors in Canada. 

Before he got going with 
the sugar business at age 57 in 
1854, he was involved in the 
building of Montreal’s General 
Hospital, Notre-Dame Basilica 
and parts of McGill University. 

But it was the work he did 
on a transportation network 
that included the Lachine and 
Rideau canals that opened up 
the interior of Canada. The Red¬ 
path Sugar factory was located 
on the banks of the Lachine. 
But by 1900, the canal was too 
narrow to accommodate ocean¬ 
going vessels. 

“They began looking for an 
alternate facility and picked 
the Toronto waterfront which 
was being infilled at that time. 
The plant was constructed be 
tween 1957 to 1959 to coincide 
with the opening of St. Law¬ 
rence Seaway, which allowed 
large ocean-going vessels to 
reach Toronto. And that’s why 
we are here today,” Feltoe ex¬ 
plains.

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Agave-BBQ Roasted Chicken: All the 
sweet taste, none of the hangover 



Agave nectar — the current 
darling of the alternative 
sweetener world — is made 
from the same plant that is 
used to produce tequila. And 
it goes down so much easier 
(squeeze of lime and dash of 
salt are optional). 

But let’s start with some 
basics. Agave nectar is an am¬ 
ber liquid that resembles hon¬ 
ey, but has a cleaner, sweeter, 
even fruitier flavour. Not long 
ago it was mostly unheard of 
in North America, existing 
primarily in the backwaters 
of the natural foods world. 

In recent years, it has 
evolved into a booming $200 
million industry. Suddenly, 
it’s being used in ever37thing 
from ketchup and barbecue 
sauce to baked goods and ice 
cream. 

Here it’s used to make a 
delicious roasted chicken. 

1. Heat the oven to 400 F. 

2 . Place chicken on cutting 
board with breast down. Use 
kitchen shears to cut from 
neck hole down the length 
of the backbone and out the 
rump. Repeat on the other 


side of the backbone. Discard 
the backbone. The cutting 
will require a little effort, but 
the shears should cut through 
the bones without too much 
difficulty. Spread open the 
chicken, exposing the cavity. 


3 . Sprinkle inside with salt 
and pepper. Overturn the 
chicken and place it cavity 
side down in a roasting pan 
just a bit larger than the 
chicken. Gently press the 
chicken to flatten. Season 


over and under the skin with 
salt and pepper. Cover tightly 
with foil and roast for 30 min¬ 
utes. 

4 . Meanwhile, prepare the 
barbecue sauce. In a medium

The chicken should 
grill for 2 to 3 minutes per side. 
The com should grill for about 
the same time, but with fre¬ 
quent turning to sear all sides. 
The tomatiUos should be grilled 
for the same duration, cut side 
down. Transfer the vegetables 
to a plate to cool. 


6 . Once cooled, chop the toma¬ 
tillos. Cut the kernels off the 
com. To do this, one at a time 
stand each ear of com on its 
wide end and use a serrated 
knife to saw down the length 
of the cob. 

7 . In a medium bowl, combine 
the com, tomatillos, apples.

NHLPAiscloseto 
making its CBA 
counter-proposal 

The NHL Players’ Associa¬ 
tion is almost ready to table 
its own vision for a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment. 

As negotiations with 
the NHL resumed Tuesday, 
NHLPA executive direc¬ 
tor Donald Fehr indicated 
that the union was getting 
close to responding to the 
league’s initial proposal, 
which included a decreased 
share of hockey-related 
revenue, term hmits on 
contracts and a 22 per cent 
salary rollback. 

“I doubt that it will be 
weeks plural,” said Fehr. 
“But could it be two? Yeah. 
It could be two, it could be 
less.” 

The sides have entered 
gently into talks. This 
week’s three-day session 
in Toronto marks the fifth 
consecutive week Fehr and 
NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman have sat across the 
table from one another, but 
they still seem to be feeling 
their way into the process. 

The NHL delivered 
its initial CBA proposal 
to the imion during a 
bargaining session on July 
13. In response, the NHLPA 
requested a “fair amount 
of additional information,” 
according to Fehr. 

“They’ve indicated that 
they’re in the process of 
compiling it and will get it 
to us,” Fehr said.

NHL. Nashville matches 
Philadelphia’s massive 
offer sheet to top 
defenceman 


Shea Weber can thank the 
Philadelphia Flyers for one of 
the richest and longest con¬ 
tracts in the NHL. 

But the Nashville Predators 
will pick up the tab. 

The small-market Preda¬ 
tors made the bold move Tues¬ 
day to match the staggering 
offer sheet made by a deep- 
pocketed Flyers organization 
to keep the two-time Norris 
Trophy-nominated defence- 
man in the franchise. 

Shea it ain’t so, Philly. 
Weber is still a Predator. 


Nashville dug deep into 
the pocketbook and decided 
to pay Weber the $110 milhon 
US over 14 years offered by the 
Flyers. Weber, 26, is the Preda¬ 
tors captain and played on a 
$7.5-million arbitrator’s award 
last season. He had 19 goals 
and 49 points along the way. 

Nashville already lost free- 
agent defenceman Ryan Suter 
to Minnesota this summer, 
and losing Weber would have 
been an unexpected blow to 
a defence-first team that had 
104 points last season and has 
captured hearts around the 
region the past two years with 
post-season runs. 

The Flyers, eliminated in 
the second roimd the past sea¬ 
son after a run to the Stanley 
cup finals in 2010, were look¬ 
ing for someone to fill the

void left by defenceman Chris 
Pronger’s absence. Instead, 
Philadelphia is left scrambling. 

And Weber, for a week at 
least, hoped he would land 
in Philadelphia. Now, he will 
likely end his career in Nash¬ 
ville. 

“In tendering an offer sheet 
to Shea Weber, we were trying 
to add a top defenceman en¬ 
tering the prime of his career,” 
Flyers general manager Paul 
Holmgren said. “With Nash¬ 


ville matching our offer, we 
wish Shea and the Predators 
all the best.” 

On behalf of Predators 
chairman Tom Cigarran, GM 
David Poile and CEO Jeff Co¬ 
gen, the team released a state¬ 
ment that called the Weber 
signing “the most important 
hockey transaction in fran¬ 
chise history.” Poile said from 
the start the Predators would 
match — and they did, even at 
the steep price. 

Weber is owed $27 milhon 
over the next year and $68 mil¬ 
lion in bonus money over the 
first six years of the deal under 
the current CBA. 

“It was a flagship moment 
for the Predator organization,” 
Weber’s agent Jarrett Bous- 
quet said by phone. 
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Shawinigan Cataractes de¬ 
fenceman Dillon Donnelly 
has apologized for damag¬ 
ing the Memorial Cup and 
said it was an accident. 
But the son of former NHL 
rearguard Cord Donnelly 
will be billed for the 
repairs by the Quebec 
Major Junior Hockey 
League team. The 19-year- 
old Colorado Avalanche 
prospect sent a message 
on Twitter on Tuesday 
that said: “Breaking the 
Memorial Cup was an ac¬ 
cident. I picked it up, lost 
my balance and dropped 
it. There was no intention 
to break. I’m sorry.” 

The junior hockey cham¬ 
pionship trophy looked 
like a wreck in pictures 
published this week. The 
metal cup at the top was 
bashed in and the wooden 
base was cracked.

“When I go to bed and look 
at myself in the mirror, the one 
who I’ve really gotta answer to 
wholeheartedly, I can look at 
myself in the mirror and know 
that I played very hard and I 
played very fair,” he said. 

Rottier left the game and 
although he returned in the 
second half, he didn’t resume 
playing and isn’t expected to 
suit up when Edmonton visits 
Winnipeg on Thursday night.

Canadian players 
are savouring the 
opportunity to play at 
a site in the shadows 
of historic buildings 


ACpC, Led Zeppelin and the 
Beach Boys blared Tuesday as 
Canadians hit the sand to train 
in what will likely become one 
of the London Olympics’ most 
iconic venues. 

The beach volleyball venue 
is set in the shadow of the Horse 
Guard Parade, a site that dates 
back to 1745 and takes its name 
from the soldiers who have pro¬ 
vided protection for the mon¬ 
arch since 1660. 

It is perhaps best known for 
the annual Trooping the Colour 
event that takes place on the 
Queen’s birthday. 

But for 13 days starting Satur¬ 
day, it wiU be a rock ’n’ roU sand¬ 
box filled with athletic beefcake 
and hard-bodied women in itsy- 
bitsy bikinis. 

It’s a sport that is the antith¬ 
esis of golf — fans are encour¬ 
aged to rock out. The beach 
party takes place in an intim¬ 
ate, temporary stadium that 
seats 15,000 and wraps aroimd 


a court stocked with some 5,000 
tonnes of sand brought from a 
quarry in Godstone, Surrey 

“It’s amazing,” said Marie- 
Andree Lessard, sporting a 
huge grin. “It’s so vibrant. The 
sand’s beautiful. The colour’s 
awesome. The site is of utmost 
beauty and of great historic 
value as weU. So I think we’re 
veiy grateful and happy to be 
playing here.” 

Martin Reader added: 
“Beautiful venue. Amazing 
place in London.” 

The venue is sure to become 
one of the television images of 
the Games, especially from high 
in the stand that faces the Horse 
Guard Parade building. 

But the entire site is packed 
with history. Surroimding build¬ 
ings include the Old Admiralty 
Building, Household Cavalry 
Museum, Scotland Office and 
St. James’s Park and the Guards 
Memorial. 

The Duke of Wellington was 
based in Horse Guards when 
he was in charge of the British 
army 

Both the Canadian men and 
women open on the weekend 
against host Britain. 

The Canadian men had to 
win in Mexico to get Canada an 
Olympic spot. 

“There were a few thousand 
Mexican fans yelling not the 


nicest things at us,” said Read¬ 
er’s partner. Josh Binstock. “But 
we relish that. I love playing 
the spoiler, I love being the bad 
guy Of course, I love being sup¬ 
ported and loved but either way 
it’s fun having that pressure on 
us.” 

After Mexico, the duo had to 
defeat a rival pair to book their 
ticket to London. 

Given that happened July 
14 for both pairs, it made for a 
whirlwind week before the men 
headed to Austria to refocus on 
the Games. 

“Literally the moment after 
we won, we were just getting 
pulled (from all sides),” said 
Binstock. “And that lasted for 
the whole week. I don’t remem¬ 
ber just sitting down and enjoy¬ 
ing a meal the whole week.”

Common Issues 


The Civic has a fantastic repu¬ 
tation for rehability, but a few 
precautionary checks should 
be considered mandatory. 

A handful of owners have 
reported premature head-gas¬ 
ket failure under warranty. 
This problem could be pricey 
if not covered by warranty — 
so check your potential used 
Civic for signs of head-gasket 
problems to be sure. Ask a 
mechanic for help if you’re 
unsure how. 

Earlier models in this 
generation may suffer from a 
potential engine block crack 
as well. Like the head-gasket 
issue, this seems rare — but a 
quick check for coolant or oil 
leaks should be made, just to 
be safe. 

Owners have also com¬ 
plained of premature tire and 
brake wear — check these 
components as well. 

Finally, listen to the 
suspension closely for clunk¬ 
ing or popping sounds over 
bumps, which could indicate 
a suspension problem.

As it has been drilled into our 
heads time and again, it’s not 
the quantity that matters, it’s 
the quahty. Unless you’re an 
automaker, that is, and then 
you need both. 

Over time, you would think 
that they would learn a thing 
or two about building cars, and 
the latest quality reports would 
certainly bear that out. 

But surprisingly, it’s not the 
lower volume of complaints — 
a rather subjective determining 
factor of “quality” — that’s in¬ 
teresting. It’s the actual gripes 
that owners have ... about fid¬ 
dly systems that reaUy have 
nothing to do with the cars 
themselves. 

But let’s begin at, where 
else, the begirming. 

J.D. Power and Associates 
2012 Initial Quahty Study (IQS) 
shows that new vehicles have 
never been more rehable, 
which should come as no real 
shock. 


The IQS results—an import¬ 
ant barometer of success and 
failure for automakers aroimd 
the world — were based on re¬ 
sponses from 74,000 buyers and 
lessees of new 2012 model-year 
vehicles, who were surveyed 
after 90 days of ownership. 

The findings showed that 26 
of the 34 vehicle brands used 
in the study improved their 
scores from the 2011 IQS, with 
only five backshding and three 
remaining the same. The study 
looked at two distinct categor¬ 
ies: design-related issues; and 
equipment defects and mal¬ 
functions. 

“It’s a testament to how 
manufacturers are listening 
to the voice of the consumer 
and then embed that across 
the board, from product plan¬ 
ning, to manufacturing, to the 
dealer,” director of automotive 
research for J.D. Power, Raffi 
Festekjian, said of the high in- 
dustiy-wide safety marks. 

The news is notable because 
IQS results are used extensively 
by manufacturers worldwide 
to help them improve design, 
and by consumers to help them 
make educated decisions when 
purchasing a new vehicle. 

J.D. Power noted that vehicle 
brands that rank in the top 10 
of the IQS have a significantly 
higher loyalty rate — meas¬ 
ured by repeat buyers — than 
vehicles with more quahty 



problems and lower IQS scores. 

Lexus — Toyota’s luxury 
line and a usual frontmimer 
in initial quality — topped the 
list for the second year with 
an average of 73 problems re¬ 
ported per every 100 vehicles, 
or less than one documented 
complaint for every new Lexus 
sold. 

For more evidence of the 
US. automakers’ rebormd. Gen¬ 
eral Motors had its best year 
ever in the study with a 99 IQS 
score and a No. 12 ranking. And 
Chevrolet, Cadillac and Ram all 
rated above the industry aver¬ 
age. 

“This is a positive indication 
of how widespread high qual¬ 
ity is among automakers,” said 
David Sargent, vice president of 
global automotive at J.D. Power. 
“This is without a doubt the 
best level of quality we’ve ever 
seen.” 

Jaguar showed the most 
improvement on the 2012 list, 
tying with Porsche for second 
place in the rankings, which 
is up 18 spots from 2011 when 
Jaguar ranked 20th. 

Fiat and Smart tied for last 
on the hst with an IQS score 
of 151, or about 1.5 reported 


problems for each of the 2012 
vehicles these two manufactur¬ 
ers sold. The industry average 
was a 102 score, a five-per-cent 
overall improvement from the 
2011 IQS results. 

And as has become the 
norm in recent years, Japan- 
based brands dominated the 
rankings by placing five makes 
— Lexus, Honda, Acura, Infiniti 
and Toyota — in the top 10, and 
seven in the top 15. 

These snapshot ratings 
and improvements for 2012 
are good news for buyers and 
automakers. But looking back 
10 years gives a clearer picture 
of how far initial quality has 
come in the industry. Since 
2002, nearly every brand stud¬ 
ied has made a significant qual¬ 
ity improvement — well, fewer 
complaints, at least — strong 
evidence that carmakers are 
becoming more efiicient and 
knowledgeable in the design 
and production process. The 
gap between the best in the 
industry and the worst has also 
consistently narrowed in the 
last 10 years. 

“The good news is that the 
(auto) industry has made ma¬ 
jor improvements, across the 



board,” Festelqian said. 

And while the traditional 
quahty problems have dramat¬ 
ically dropped during the last 
decade, J.D. Power noted in its 
2012 findings that the nature of 
quahty complaints is evolving 
right alongside the modem car 
designs and technologies. 

Defects related to mechan¬ 
ical issues — an37thing from 
engine failures to a faulty turn 
signal — were down sharply. 
But reports of problems with 
factory-instahed hands-free 
communication systems have 
more than doubled since 2009, 
as this technology becomes 
standard in more vehicles every 
year. 

And for the first time in the 
26-year history of J.D. Power’s 
IQS, vehicle owners reported 
more problems related to au¬ 
dio and navigation systems 
than in any other area. Flaws 
in voice recogrdtion technology 
produced the most complaints, 
but is this really a measure of 
vehicle “quahty?” 

“Automakers and supphers 
are working hard to make the 
driving experience safer, more 
convenient and more entertain¬ 
ing,” Sargent said. “However, 
the most innovative technology 


in the world wih quickly create 
dissatisfaction if owners can’t 
get it to work.” 

Ford was hit hardest by 
technological ghtches in both 
the 2011 and 2012 quahty stud¬ 
ies, in large part because of the 
MyFord Touch and MyLincoin 
Touch in-car vehicle info and 
control systems. Ford ranked 
only 27th out of 34 in 2012, a 
big drop from its uninspiring 
23rd ranking in 2011. 

And Sargent said Ford had 
better get its technology act 
together if it wants to compete 
because these high-tech sys¬ 
tems have already become “the 
battleground” among manu¬ 
facturers in terms of attracting 
new consumers. 

“As smartphones become 
ubiquitous in the hves of con¬ 
sumers and are ever-more so¬ 
phisticated,” he said, “expecta¬ 
tions about the complementary 
technologies being offered in 
new models wih only get high¬ 
er.” 

Stih, not imderstanding the 
stereo is not exactly the same 
complaint as breakdowns and 
expensive mechanical prob¬ 
lems, but they all carry con¬ 
siderable weight in a problems- 
per-lOO-vehicles scenario.
